DR. HUGHES 
AT TAMWORTH 


The people of Tamworth and sur- 
rounding country enjoyed a rare treat 
on Friday evening, Nov. 28th, when 
Mr. J. Hughes, L. L. D., of Toronto, 
lectured for the Cadet Corps, in. the 
Pownsbip Hall. At seven thirty the 
doots were opened and as the people 
enteved the boys of the Cadet UVorps, 
dressed in uniform, ushered them to 
seats and displayed their perfect train- 
ing by the ease with which they per- 
formed their dutiesthere, and at other 
times during the evening 

Owing to the fact that the 4.28 train 
on which Dr. Hughes travelled, did 
not arrive until eight thirty, the pro- 
gramme could not be started on time, 
but the people were entertained by 
different pianists and no impatience 
was felt or shown. The piano used on 
the occasion wasa new Scale Williams 
kindly loaned by Mr. J. Hunter. 

Great praise is due to the musical 
program which was under the direc- 
tion of Miss B. Hunter, the accom- 
plished vocalist and pianist. The 
opening number was a piauvo duet by 
Miss Hunter and Miss Richardson and 
was brilliantly rendered. It was 
followed by a quartette “The Boys of 
the old Brigade.” Shortly after this 
Dr. Hughes entered and at once took 


his position on the platform amid 
applause, . 
After humorously presenting the 


time-honored request that the ladies 
remove their hats, which was cour- 
teously acceded to, Dr. Hugbes enter- 
ed at once into the subject of his 
address, ‘*Modern ‘Tendencies in 
Education.” This is his favorite topic 
and wus handled With unusual 
brilliancy. No one could do it so well 
for no one was as thoroughly in touch 
with it as he had taught school a 
number of years and then been Chief 
Insvector of Schools in ‘Toronto, which 
osition he has recently resigned. 

r. Hughes pleaded for the bey. ‘The 
old definition by Froebel was his main 
plea “Education is a conscious 
growth towards the Divine.” He 
would give no place to examinations 
in aschool if he could have his will. 
They were a crowding of subjects 
which were forgotten by the pupil as 
soon as the stress of examinations was 
over. 

Dr. Hughes was peculiarly gifted 
With inimitable mimicry and could

choice words and by intonation and 
gesture make it very real. Among 
other things he spoke of Cadet work 
and militaay drill, giving as their 
chief value not only a well-developed 
body, but ulso they engender a love of 
law and order which is done by no 
othera brnch of school work.

This 
showed that there were only 31,796 
cases of eggs in storage at 
that the average consumption for 
Montreal was 7,000 cases a week, and 
that the first Canadian supplies of 
eggs could not be expected until March 
Ist next. hat is, the present supply 
will be exhausted under normal con- 
ditions by the first of January, and 
between that date and March Ist, 
every egg eaten in Montereal will 
have to be imported, probably from 


the Southern States, where the milder | 


climate encourages cheap egg product- 
ion. 

Practically similar conditions pre- 
vail at every big centre of population 
in Canada’ For years past the Can- 
adian her has pot produced enough 
eggs to supply the population, and 
every winter the large cold storage 
firms have had to import thousapds 
upon thousands of cases.

And us you watch you will 
notice that in six hours’ time the top 
will point to the west and six hours 
later to the south, six hours later to 
the east, and at the conclusion of the 
twenty-four‘hours it will have complet- 
ed the circle and will again be point- 
fing due north. It will have completed 
the circuit of the four walls of the 
room. 

What does this mean? It means that 
the room bas revolved round the top, 
but as the room is fixed to the solid 
earth it implies that the whole earth 
bes revolved round the top, which 
alone retnained stationary. Conse- 
quentiy we have proved by this means 
that the earth bas turned once round 
ow its axis, and that it does so turn, 
and that the heavens remain still and 
stationary, 

Many interesting astronomical! dis- 
ceveries Lave been made by the aid 
of spinning tops, and the facts obtain- 
ed by their study have been applied to 
the rotation of beuvenly bodies, the 
earth included, and the “wabble” of its 
axis has been calculated by this means. 
In many ways, therefore, the spinning 
top is a valuable scientific instrument. 
—Hereward Carrington in New York

Local Option By-Law 


By-Law No. of the 
Corporation of the Town 
of Napanee. 





To Prohibit the Sale by Retail of Spirit- 
uous, Fermented or Other Manufactur- 
_ ed Liquors in the Municipality of 
the Town of Napanee. 


_ The Municipal Council of the Oorpora- 
tion of the Town of Nepanee hereby enacts 
as follows : 


That the sale by retail of spirituous, 
fermented, or other manufactured liquors 
is and shall be prohibited in every tavern, 
inn or other house or place of public enter- 
tainment in said municipality, and the sale 
thereof, except by wholesale, is and shall 
be prohibited in every shop or place other 
than a bouse of public entertainment in 
the said municipality.

How Rain Bores Holes. 

When rain falls it does not actual- 
ly soak into the earth, but bores its 
way in, forming tiny tubes.

Sometimes the tubes are bored down 
to a depth of four or five feet. 
When the surface dries the water 
evaporates from the tubes just as it 
would from a pipe.

If one takes a rake 
and stirs the ground after each rain 
he breaks thé tops of the tubes, and 
the water will stand in them for

Eust Middlesex was the third bye- 
ejection held for the Provincial House 
this fatl and in all three, York, Peel 
snd = Middlesex, the Government's 
majority has been materially reduced, 
especially in the last two. The east 
Middlesex contest on November 27th 
vesulted in a reduction of the Conser- 
vative majority’ from 530 to 
aivop of 250, John McFarlan was the 
successful Conservative candidate and 
John Laidlaw the representative of 
ihe Liberal and Temperance forces. 

The result to the Liberals is distinct- 
ly encouraging. During the campaign 
a number of Conservative-Temperance 
leaders from the Riding, from London 
and ‘Toronto, either took the platform 
for or actively supported the Liberal- 
Temperance candidate, This list in- 
cluded Rev. John Coburn and Ex- 
Alderman James Hales, Toronto, A.

Mayor Carter of Guelph spoke for 
Mr. Rowell in London.

Because these several lines of industry 
are closely allied they are all grouped 
} under a single branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, that of 
the Dairy Cold Storage commissioner. 
This Branch, under Mr. J. A. Ruddick 
has become a far-reaching organiza- 








tion extending from the milking sheds | 


and the orchards even to the great 
markets of the United Kingdom. 
Though the Dairy Division encourage- 
ment is given to farmers to 
the production of their herds, instruct- 
tions are issued to teach’ the best 
methods of turning out fine butter 
or cheese. The fruit division seeks to 
enlighten growers on the condition of 
crops, to teach correct methods of 
production and murketing and to 
establish confidence in the value of 
of Canadian fruit. The cold storage 
service assists institutions that require 
refrigeration to erect proper ware- 
houses ; during warm months aid is 
given railways that carry fruit and 
dairy produce to maintain low tem- 
eratures in their cars; and help is 
provided to secure cool temperatures 
to export produce while on the ocean. 
The extention of markets division 
exercises a close supervision over the

Among the Masai and Ukerewe it is 
& mark of respect to greet an acquaint. 
ance.or a stranger by spitting at him.

RUINED THE PAINTING. 


Curious Fate of Burne-Jones’ Favorite 
Water Color. 

A very curious history is that of 
Burne-Jones’ favorite picture, “Love 
Among the Ruins.” The.original. pic- 
ture was in water color and was sent 
to Paris by a firm of art publishers for 
Teproduction and in that. city forward- 
ed to their photographic studios inthe 
suburbs. The picture unhappily pre- 
ceded the letter of instructions regard- 
ing it warning the photographer of the 
medium In which it was painted, so 
that immediately on its arrival it was 
brushed over with white of egg to 
bring out the colors for photographing 
—an excellent procedure in the case of 
oil pictures, harmless and very effica- 
cious. 

But, as to the Burne-Jones picture, 
Love was very soon among his own 
ruins, for every swish of the brush 
brought off the final touches and left a 
mere smeared ground Sir Edward 
Burne-Jones was heartbroken at the 
Joss of a work on which his reputation, 
he considered, would in great measure 
rest and on which be bad spent many 
months of patient toil and the very 





perfection of his execution in the reall- | 


zation of one of the most poetic con- 
ceptions that had sprung from his fan- 
ciful imagination, 

“Love Among the Ruins” was paint- 
ed during the years 1870-3. In October, 
1893, it was destroyed, and by the fol- 
lowing year the ofl version was fin- 
ished, but was scarcely a consolation 
to the artist for the loss of his first 
and more spontaneous work.

Liquid 
manure has been proved to be most 
effective as a stimulant and bracer, 
and a third of a pint given once every 
ten days or so is the dose. Some peo 
ple recommend weak coffee as an ex- 
cellent plant tonic and have great suc- 
cess with their plants in allowing them 
to absorb it.
